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Early History of Rutland 

Rutland, the scat of Rutland County, is located on Otter 
Creek, in an ampit heater of mountains - Killington. Shrewsbury, 
tind I'ico on the east and north, and Herrick and Birdscye, in t In 
TaoOnic Range on the west. Rutland County provided invaluable 
o|i|)ortunities for its early settlers, because of a wealth of lumber, 
land, minerals and waterpower. plus its accessibility to Boston, 
New Vork, and Montreal. 

The Charter of Rutland WSB one of sixty issued in 17M hy 
(iovernor Beuning Went worth of New Hampshire. The firsi 
grantee was John Murray, a prominent citizen of Rutland. 
Massachusetts, w ho probably named the township. 

In 1700. Colonel .lames Mead bought about 7.(MH) acre- ol 
land lor 1(H) pounds (approximately six cents an acre) from 
Nalhan Stone of Windsor, and sold half to Charles Mutton of 
Clarendon. In March. 1770, Colonel Mead moved here from 
Manchester, Vermont, and settled near the falls in Center 
Rutland. The first meeting of landowners in Rutland was held n: 
October, 177:1. By 1774 there were families, a log meeting 
house, and a Congregational Church located at Center Rutland. 

About the beginning of the Revolutionary War, Fort Picket 
was built on North Main Street, near i he corner of Terrill Street. 
Its name was later changed to Fort Rutland. In March. I77v 
I ! ill land W as made t he headiplarl els lor I he Slate Troop*, and 1 In 
same year Fort Ranger was erected in Center Rutland. 

In 177"). the Old State House was erected on Wesi Street, 
near the present Armory. It wa- here thai the first V . S. District 
Court in Vermont convened in 1791 and the Slate legislature mel 
in 17N-I and 17*0. A log jail was built near the Court House. 

In I7s7. the town was divided into two parishes, Baal ami 
Wot; what is now known as Rutland and West Rutland. 

It wa.« generally believed that the situation at Center 

Rutland offered better advantages a- the site for.the village than 
did Main Street in the Fast Parish, and it is probable that if the 
land owners iti Center Rutland had not priced their laud too high, 
the larger business center of the county would be located at thai 
point. 

Great Quantities of wheat were sent to out-of-state market-, 
anil the best corn mills in the county were located on Otter Creek. 
In the town was a printing office, and oil mill, a manufactory ol 
nails, a hat manufactory, and a large brewery. It wa- -aid that 
every material needed for building except glas- and paint were 
made here. l'otash and pearl ash later became important 
conunodit ies, 
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Rutland village (population about 7.000) was incorporated 
in 1M7 by an Act of the Ocueral Assembly, and in 1856 it was 
nvided into seven wards. The village was built almost entirely 
.,n Main and West Streets. The old si age ci .aches passed through 
Rutland from Montreal to Boston and New Vork. In the center 
if i he village wa- f ederal Square (now Court Square), and on 
, h side a- uii Main Street, handsome hou-es drew the attention 
nf travelers. 

A new period of expansion began in 1850, with the advent of 
i lie railroad. Rutland wa- the central railroad point, and at that 
time -*•"> trains a day entered the village. The marble industry. 
• trted in 1 n^O. doubled and redoubled, ami Rutland grew in 
commercial importance more than any other place in the state. 

The Citv Charter was granted November 10. 1892, and the 
tirst mayor was Dr. John A. Mead. The Ciiy of Rutland then 
had a population of 11,700, and included about 8$^ square miles.

apparent that Rutland continues lo move forward with programs 
of progress, 

Vet. a.- we move forward, much remains to be accomplished.

abreast of events as they occur. When we tin not understand, 
that i.- the time to question.

As we look back upon the past fiscal year it IS significant t" 
mile that in this age of constantly rising costs, Hut land was able 
to lower its tax rate significantly. Our rate was reduced by 
_'(lr per $100.00 of assessed valuation. This wa- made possible 
by the existence of a $11)7.000. 00 surplus iii the general fund, a 

deduction of 128,000.00 id the school budget and because of an 
increased availability of state aid to education. 

The city's taxable property increased the grand list by over 

one million dollars. Industrial expansion, increased home build- 
ing, and the enactment by the 10(17 Legislature to place the 
Welt:, re Department within the jurisdiction of the Stale m 
Vermont next year contributed t" the significant reduction in our 
tax structure. 

There have been many major improvement.- made during t he 
past year Water pressure in the northeast section of the city 
has always been a problem. Although not totally corrected, tin 
problem lias been lessened by the installation of new pressure- 
reducing valves. This was done in the Woodstock Avenue and 
Bast Street section. As a plan for the immediate future, the city 
holies to install new water mains from the Chlorine House to 
city mains and this will solve many of the water pressure 

problems 
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rnfortunately, legal problems in the past few months did not 

permit the >-wy to remove the unsightly River Street Bridge as 

,ve had planned. However, we arc optimistic the final hurdles of 
laud easemeni - will \«- cleared simii. Then work can begin in 
earnest. 

Few people will question the need of a new and more 
centrally located lire elation. Although we recognize the need 
fOJ exxch a structure, careful planning and study should preface 
OUI action in this direct inn. Hopefully, in the not ton distant 
future thi- Structure may become a reality. 

Through the efforts of the Young Executive Club of the 
Hutland Hegioti Chamber of Commerce, Piitland has a new and 
attractive Tourist Information Booth in Main Street Park, The 
City i> deeply proud of this building and we wish to thank all 
those who donated money, materials and labor to this project. 

During the past year, a Regional Planning Comnrisaion 

wa.< established to formulate a scope of services for future area 

planning and development. George Oakman is Rutland's 

representative on this commission. 

Next March the city will have an opportunity to use a new 
voting device at the annual election. We will have, on a trial 
basis, ,*>0 to (10 IBM volomatic machines which will replace the 
traditional paper bftUot system, The device eliminates long lines 
at the polling places, speeds the returns and enables g quick and 
accurate tabulation of results by computer. These machines are 
relatively easy to operate. The voter merely punches out scored 
areas in the ballot card to indicate his preference for candidates 
and issues. Should these prove to be practical the city will 
consider purchasing 'he necessary number at nominal cost. 

By August. lytiN we expect to have completed liO units for 
the housing of many senior citizens of Hutland. This develop- 
ment is under construction on Tremoni Street. YVc are deeply 
indebted to oUI Representative, the Honorable Holier! T. Stafford 
for his efforts in Washington in expediting the project. The 
Hutland Housing Authority is also to be commended for its 
efforts as well as Mr. Payson Webber for his line contribution to 

t he project. 

During the past year. Hutland was selected as the first 
Vermont City to participate in a federal program designed to 
create mote effective traffic patterns in cities. Tin- agency is 
• ailed "Traffic Operations Program to increase Capacity and 
Safety." The planning project will cost $32,.">00, hut the expense 
to the city is only one quarter of the total expense. The program 
hopes to solve many of the traffic problems caused by vehicles 
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entering the city from interstate or major highways. The study 
will lake six months to complete and implementation r- expected 
i.i lake five years. 

At this time 1 wish to thank the Board of Aldermen, city 
department head.- and all city employee.- for their coopcratkM 

daring 'lie past twelve mouths. 

I am especially appreciative of the fine work of I he City 
Planning Commission which made a significant contribution to 
our city government. They devoted many long horn's updating 
the city Master-Plan, compiling tax study data and priority 
projects for Rutland. 

We are also very proud of the fine new Shopping Plaza 
which graces our downtown business area. It is a most significant 
Step in 'he modernization and development of our downtown 
district. My deepest congratulations to the developers and ti 
lirnis now doing business in the Plaza. 

In addition, Hutland is proud to welcome all those new 
ilishments which have opened in our business section.

prosperous economy.

We are pleased In present the :mini:il school report for the 
fiscal year ending J line 30, li>C>7. The report consists of two 
parts a narrative statement about the schools' program and a 
financial an<l statistical report. Within the limitations of space 
Olid I he requirements of the law We shall iry to present a thorough, 
complete and concise report of the Hut land Public School- 
during the past year. 

CWIRICULUM AND IXSTHl'CTION 

Elementary Schools 

The instructional program in our seven elementary .-chools 
has continued to improve during the past year. In the field of 
reading, additional new textbooks were purchased for 1 he upper 
elementary grades and the individualized reading program was 
extended into additional classrooms. This program has proven 
very successful. The mobile book service was extended into cadi 
of the elementary schools. E rider Title II of the Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act we purchased approximately * -1.000 
worth of library books for the elementary schools. We also 
had the services of a full time elementary school librarian for 
the first, time. 

The modern mathematics program which was instituted last 
year continued at all grade levels. The program has proven very 
Successful both from the standpoint of teacher acceptance and 
from the learning of the children. 

In the held of science, curriculum investigation look place 
during the year with elementary teachers visiting classrooms in 
the Junior High School to find out more aboul that science 
curriculum. Junior High School teachers- also visited elementary 
school classrooms. The outcome of this intervisii at ion in 
curriculum study will be the development pf a written science 
curriculum for both elementary and secondary schools. 

A group of teachers at the Northeast School spent a portion 
of the year developing a project under Title III of the Elementary 
and Secondary Education Act to preserve and utilize the natural 
-wamp area at that school. This plan would permit students 
from all schools in Rutland, both public and parochial, to utilize 
this outdoor conservation laboratory. We eagerly await the 
approval of this project. 

The Physical Education program was offered two days a 
w ick for the first time in the elementary schools. This has proven 
very successful and has provided more physical education experi- 
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es for the students. We also provided physical education for 
the children at the Ilavcnwood School with t he children being 
bused from the Ilavcnwood School to the Northwest School to 
utilize the gymnasium. 

\\ e continue to utilize education television in all schools with 
ral of the schools having received additional television sets 
chased from budget funds and P.T.A. contributions. In one 
ease, the P.T.A. paid for the installation of a television cable 
ntlcl in each classroom. We eagerly await the beginning of 
• d casting from tin- Stale Educational Television station. 
Bchool-to-home telephone service for a homebound child is 
in use at Eougfellow School. This has proven very successful 
and insofar as we know is the only program of its type at that 
grade level in the Slate. 

The services of the Rutland County Counseling Service were 

ided to both public and parochial elementary school children, 
school budget contributes $10,000 to support this project 
whieh offers direct service to children and has been a tremendous 
help io teachers, students, and parents. 

The Remedial Reading program which was instituted last 
•ontinued and has proven very successful. This program 
he expanded next year to include all of 1 he elementary schools 
in i be City. 

We continue to utilize the services of student teachers from 
( iastleton and The College of St. Joseph the Provider. In addition 
d providing a worthwhile experience for these student teachers, 
feel the pupils in our classrooms benefit from having the 
intact with more than one teacher. 

During the year construction was started on the iwo new 
additions which were approved by the voters on June 7. UXiti. 
se additions are at the Dana School and Northeast School. 
Dana addition will have three classrooms, a library, and a 

rnnltipurpose room, The Northeast addition will have <> class- 

i -ins and a library. This will overcome the enrollment problem 
at. these two schools for the near future. However, we continue 
feel enrollment pressure- at the Lincoln and Soul heast Schools. 

Junior High School 

In the field of English we were very pleased that .Mr.-. 

rjorie Dundas had an article published in the February 1907 

ie of Thi English ./tun-mil. the official journal of the National 
Council of Teachers of English. This article described Mrs. 
I ' nidas" procedure for developing a newspaper in her 8th grade 
I aidish classes. Mrs. J )oti- Miller produced (i narrated lilm- 
'- for use with her 9th grade classes-. Most of the audio- 
al work was done at the Junior High School and teacher 
hi wa- utilized fully in both narration and production. 
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lu (he field of Mathematics ;i comprehensive and i In >r< muh 
curriculum study has been initiated by the department in 
cooperation with the elementary schools. Some thought 1- 

heing given to writing our own sequential ninth program for slow 
learners and an introductory algebra course at the 9th grade 
level.- tor pupils not in need of a review urogram. 

The curriculum study in science that involves elementary 
teachers is well under way. A program in Introductory Physical 
Science was being considered for inclusion starting in Septeiubei 
as an accelerated program for 9th grade students as an alternative 
for biology. 

In social Studies a pilot program at the 7th grade level was 

initiated in cooperation with Education Serv ices, inc. The unit. 

"The 1 )eath of a Republic: A Study of Roman Hi-lory" extended 
over several mouths and was presented on WCAX-TV as a part 
of the regular Vermont News program. M i.-s Nancy l.aydcn wag 
the instructor lor this class. 

Mr. Shirley Smith took 74 ninth grade pupils on the animal 
trip to Washington, DC. This seems in have developed into an 
eagerly awaited annual affair at the Junior High School 

in the Art Department, two of the 9th grade classes made a 
two-day field trip to the Boston and (iardner Art Museums 
The pupils earned their way through a highly successful candy 
Bale drive. Mr. and Mrs. (Jalo acted as ehaperones for this trip. 

In a contest sponsored by the Vermont Chapter of American 
Association of Teachers in French, we had Mary Vamashila, 
Kathy Sule. and Maureen McKeOQ as winners lor the State in 
Division A. 

The library at the Junior High School was furnished with 
draperies and wall to wall carpeting ai no expense to the School 
Department through money earned by the students This has 
markedly improved the looks and function of the library. 

In the Guidance Department, group guidance classes arc 

Scheduled once a week for all 9th graders. ( tutstanding counseling 
WAS provided for all pupils but an unfavorable counselor-pupil 
ratio continued to hamper this phase of the program. This will be 
corrected by the addition of a full time counselor next year 
Case conferences involving teachers, parent-, and counselors are 

increasing to frequency and have proven sal tsfactory. Drop-outs 

wen- few and represented le— than l f , of the student body 

Achievement Test results demonstrate that Rutland Junior 

High School average score- in reading, mathematics, and English

Rutland Senior High School 

This was the last year at the High School before the major 
increase in enrollment. However, our program continued to 
mprove at the High School. A new remedial reading program, 
led under Title I of the Elementary and Secondary Education 
\,t has proven very successful, with about .VI students partici- 
pating. 

Electronic equipment for teaching shorthand was installed 
helped Imm easurably to provide for individual differences 
ong pupils studying that subject. A Stale-approved program 
• ! giving credit for Typing I to students when they met rei pi ire- 
its for speed and accuracy in that subject was even more 
i-ssful than we expected. 

\ major physical improvement in the Iniilding was the 
Nation of an elevator which was done with funds from the 
Bond Issue. Many -Indents with leg fractures and sprains Used 
the elevator during the year for varying amounts of time. It. was 
invaluable for transferring large (plant ities of books between 
library and classrooms, for moving heavier audio visual 
equipment from floor to floor, and for moving freight and heavy 
equipment from receiving areas to the upper floors. 

Anticipated changes for next year mean that Rutland High 
! will he one of twenty-one Vermont High Schools to receive 
State Board of Education approval as having met minimum 
standards. We will, however, have to increase our school day 
from seven periods to eight periods to handle the increase iii 

arollment.

1 While this enabled students to take courses, it is not an ideal 
I situation which we hope will he corrected by the addition of a 
new Vocational wing for which we have already received a 
State-approved appropriation of 8000.000.

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Flu vaccine was administered In the school personnel by 
Dr. Carleton Stickney with 77 adults receiving the vaccine. 
The annual kindergarten physical examinations were given by 
the following physicians whom we wish to thank: Ur.

First Aid and dressings were applied whenever necessary 
throughout the school year. The School Nurses handled 1002 
cases of lirst aid, 2707 medical eases and 7."i(i miscellaneous ease-. 

The School Nurse-, work with Dr. Charles Beale. Health 
Officer, In trying to control the spread of communicable diseases. 

Our Dental llygienist treated .Vis second and fifth grade 
children tinder the prophylaxis and lliioridation program. Dental 
inspections were given to 2o4tf children during the year. Some 
S4S notices were sent home to parents suggesting they take their 
child to the dentist lor advice and treatment. Emergency dental 
treatment was given to 12s students during the year; Fifty 
indigent children were referred to Community Child Care, Inc. 
for complete mouth rehabilitation. Twenty-three student- in 
the public and parochial schools received dental treatment under 
Title I of the Elementary and Secondary Education Act. Thirty- 
two children received dental treatment under the Operation 
1 leadstart program. 

Our Speech Therapist served a total of 100 children for all Or 
pan of the school year. A block system of scheduling was used 
m which elementary children received four sessions weekly for 
two groups of eighl weeks each. The Junior and Senior High 
School scheduling problems were such thai each student was 
limited to one session weekly. A survey was made at the Junior 
and Senior High Schools based on teacher referrals in an effort to 
ascertain the number of sludents needing speech therapy. 
Results of this survey, coupled with results of testing carried out 
in Junior High the previous year, indicated the need for a full 
program ol services at the secondary level. The Board of School 
( 'oniiuis.-ioners have approved a second Speech Therapist for the 
schools for next year. We are one of the few systems in the State 
having Speech Therapists and are very proud to be able to offer 
this service.

Lrndoubtedly, our most pressing need is new -\r.\rv ;it the 
secondary level. Next year we will have over 1 < UK) students 
enrolled at the Junior and Senior High Schools. This is many 
more students than these buildings are nMe to accommodate. 
The Building Committee of the Rutland Board of School Com- 
missioners is working on the . space problem and plans to present a 
proposal tu the voters in the spring of HMs. 

Our long ran tee planning for the elementary schools should 
include provisions for libraries in those building- which do not 
now have them. The State will soon be requiring libraries for 
elementary schools. 

We Should tdsO begin thinking seriously about the inclusion 

of special classes for emotionally disturbed and disruptive child- 
ren, At the present time we do not provide for these children in 
iinv real way in our system. 

Better facilities are needed for physical education and 
athletics at the Senior and Junior High Schools. The present 
Held is inadequate for the large number ■ students who use it. 

We must Continue to provide reasonable class sizes for our 
teachers. At the present time we are meeting the Stale Minimum 
Standards but are certainly not at the forefront in providing the 

best education possible for our students since we -till have over- 
crowded classrooms in some of our schools. This is especially 
true at the Lincoln and Southeast Schools. 

SCHOOL Bi norr 

Our Budget has been adopted by the Board of School 
Commissioners as provided lor in the City Charier. However, 
according to law. we are "presenting" the Budget elsewhere in

For the Year Ending June Ad, 1967 

To ike Honorabti City Council mid Citizens of Rutland: 

It is a pleasure to present my fourth annual report as the 
Director of the Rutland Free Library. During this year we 
moved into the new, and long needed, addition to the library. 

It is worthy of repetition that tin' generosity of Mr. Edwin 
W. Lawrence, who lived to see the work brought to its completion, 
provided the impel n* to begin the building project. Mr. 
Lawrence's gift, combined with monies from the Library Asso- 
ciation's trust funds and a Federal grant, has provided the 

■ns of Rutland with a plant which expands the library's 
Service area by nearly 80 percent* 

The new Lawrence Reading Room, opened during the past 
fall, offers adults a rest fid, relaxing area away from the main 
lorn- ri library activity. It also includes individual carrels for 
i study use. New stacks in the central portion of the 
on are allowing for the orderly arrangement of the library's 
expanding collections. 

The new children's wing provides for separate rooms for 
older ind younger elementary grade and preschool age children. 
The in'.-, ' into the new children's wing was carried out during the 
Christmas period. Earlier, in the fall months, t he work of shifting 
f the adult collections into the new central stack section 

completed. At that time the move of the staff from the old 
office room to the new workroom also was made. 

The new adult and children's wings, along with ihe old 
: lie children's department, were carpeted. The old 

ion of the library was brightened by a repainting. A new 

giiif! desk was installed in the adult department opposite the 
former desk location, making the stack-- more accessible in the 
public and relating the public catalog more closely to the stacks. 
In conjunction with this the low shelving which had separated 

reference room from the card catalog and circulation desk was 
removed, and shelf units for new books were added, with the 

•1 being that of "opening up" both functionally and psycho- 
logically the library's mam adult area and combining its sections 
into one coherent whole. 

New drapes were hung both in the addition and in the older 
pari of the library near the year's end. At a pace which very 
often seemed deliberate to those involved, each of the various 
and successive phases of furnishing, moving, and refurbishing 
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was worked through. This carried over to the outside of Ifa 
building eventually, where filling anil (minting of the doors and 
the outside hook box were done. 

Several diseased trees were rut down, their stumps removed 
and the ground Inanied <>ver and reseeded. A new sidewalk was 
laid 00 the Court St reel side of the lihrary. The Rutland < larden 
Club financed the feeding, priming, and' strengthening by cable 
of the old maple tree symmetrically located at the rear of the 
addition. 

Library Staff 

Rutland Free Library has been without a Children's Librarian 
-nice Augusl I. 1966, following the resignation of Mrs. Howard 
Douglas. Mrs. Douglas left to become librarian for the city's 
elementary schools. 

Miss Kay Kai Lee. Cataloger, who married during the yeat 
left Rutland in July 1907, to live with her husband in Massa- 
chusetts. The library is making an effort to till the vacancie 
left by Mrs. Douglas* and Mrs. Lee, so that it may maintain B 
good level of service to its public. 

Government statistics clearly indicate the competition i 
library must meet in the hiring market today. Within the librarj 
held each yeai' about I'M) new graduate librarians can select 
from among over 100.000 existing vacancies.

It is the pleasure of your Health Officer to submit, herewith 
his annual report for the fiscal year beginning July I. 19f>(> and 
ending June 30. 1967. 

The Health Department is composed of a three-man Board 
of Health ami a Health Officer. 

Through this depart men! is maintained the control of 
•iniiniuiiicablc diseases, inspection services for the maintaining of 
sanitary plumbing facilities, swimming pool and other place- <>t 
ublie assemblage. 

Six hundred ninety-eight contagious diseases were reported

In April of \*Mu the Vermont Stale Legislature pas-ed 

Bouse Mill 194 known as the Social Welfare Mill. It was one of 
the moat import an1 and progreeaive pu r.- oi legislation evei 
passed by that body and the effects will be fell in every BMB- 
nmnity iii the state. In substance the bill transfers the adminis- 
tration of welfare from the local overseers to the Slate Depart- 
ment of Social Welfare. The law will go into effect in October oi 
1968. However, phases of the new regime are already in opera- 
tion. Increased state participation in present welfare program- 
hag resulted in a saving of $3">.000. in Hllo-lis over expenditures 
of the previous year. As of July I. 19U7 the Slate has assumed 

full payment for medical >>r nursing home care for any 

receiving assistance from the Social Welfare Depart nient in any 
of tin- four Categories, i.e.. Old Age Assistance. Aid to the Blind 

or Disabled or to Needy Families with Children. In addition to 

this the towns will no longer have to contribute to the care oi 
children committed to the Welfare Department Eventually 
all welfare costs to I hi- City will be eliminated. 

The financial savings are most welcome hut the humani- 
tarian aspects of the hill are even more significant. Hopefully 
it will eliminate many of the inequities which exist under the 
present system and will enable some welfare recipients to be 
helped toward a goal of independence. 

In the fiscal year of IIHio-d, the City Welfare Department 
gave assistance to .">47 persons at a cost of $172,718. A- always 
the major portion went for hospital and medical caw. 

Monthly distribution of government surplus commodities 
aided *M families. It is expected that sometime during the 
coming year this program will lie replaced by 8 l ood Stamp 
Program administered by the State of Vermont. 

I wish to express my gratitude to Mi-s Catherine Walsh and 
Mrs. John llalpin for their invaluable help in the administ ration 
of the Welfare Department. 

I also wish to express my thanks to Mayor Nichols and the 
Hoard of Aldermen for their cooperation and help during the 
past year.

[ am pleased submit the following report fot the office ot 
City Attorney covering the period from July I 1966, to June Ml. 
PM7 During the first nine months of thiB period the othce was 
filled verv ably by Arthur E. Crowley. Esquire, who chose not to 

seek reappointment upon the expiration of his two year term at 
office on April I. 1967. My appotatmeul as City Attorney 

hecame ell'eelive on thai «l:iti- and I have serve.l in tin- capacil\ 
since t bat time. 

The following is a list and description of the pending court 
cases since the inception of my term: 

(1) City of Uutland v. Theodore Keiffer and Catherine 
Keiffer Rutland County Court of Chancery Docket No. 2632; 
This suit was commenced on March 1, \W-'< to enjoin the 
defendants from operating a trailer park in violation of the zoning 
ordinance. Defendant.- filed a cross hill alleging that the city 

unlawfully installed a -ewer line ado-- property belonging bo 
defendant ( 'at hemic Keiffer. The case is presently await ing ent ry 
of judgment in favor of the citv with respect to the zoning issue 
in accordance with the decision of the Vermont Supreme Court 
The cm— hill is likewise still pending. 

(2) Jerome R. and Frances M. Smith v. City of Rutland, 

Rutland Gou*ty Court -Docket No. 21 4 1 1 : The suit was brought 
against the eity ©A November 22. 1965 to recover for damage 
done to property of plaintiffs as a result Of a defective sewer. It 
was settled out of court on .lune 31 . 1967. 

(3) City of Rutland v. Theodore Keiffer. Rutland County 
Court Docket No. 21963; This suit was brought in Rutland 
District Court on December 15, 1966 U> recover the expenses 
incurred in demolishing a building owned by defendant under t ie 
dangerous building ordinance. Defendant filed a counterclaim 
for damages in an amount in excess of the jurisdictional limit of 
the district court and. therefore, the ease was transferred to 
eounty court where it is still pending on the docket 

Hi Citv of Rutland v. Rachael [-Vedette. Rutland Di-tnc 
Court This suit wa- commenced on September:!, I'.Mti to rccovei 
for welfare assistance furnished i» defendant who by law was m>s 
entitled to receive it. The ease was settled out of court on 
Mav 1">. 1967. 
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(5) City ol' Rutland v. Town of Rutland. Rutland District 
Court - Docket No. '.'49; This suit was commenced on May 9. 
lilti? to recover for welfare assistance furnished to persons who 
allegedly had legal settlement in the defendant town. It is still 
(lending on the district court docket. 

(♦*») Estate of Reita Helen Moore. Rutland District Probate 
Court : a petition was brought by the city on July li. 19fi7 praying 
for escheat of the assets in this estate inasmuch as it appears that 
I he decedent left no heirs. 

In addition to the above court cases, numerous claims against 
ami on behalf of the city have been handled through tin- office 
These include such things a- damage in parking meters ami 
damage to private property in the course of public improvement 
projects. 

Legal advice has been rendered to virt ually every depart men 
of the city government and formal legal opinions have been given 
on tin 1 following subjects; 

(1) Local Issuance of City Bonds; 

(2) Right to Know Law: 

(3) Authority of City to Regulate Day Can- Centers; 

(4) Liability of City for Discharge of Surface Water on 
Private Lands thru Culverts; 

(.">) Roll Tax Kxemptions. 

A large amount of my time has been spent in drafting and 
reviewing contracts, deeds, [eases and general legislative work 
Nevertheless, the greatest amount of my time has been consumed 
in working on two large projects, namely t lit' eity ordinance 
revision and the new River Street Bridge Project. 

Lest their labors go unnoticed ami therefore unrewarded, 
I wish at this time to commend publicly my predecessor. Arthur 
E. Crowley, Jr. and Alderman Craigue E. Perkins for then 
excellent work inwards t he complet ion of I he Revised ( trdinaiiee- 
of Rutland. The people of the city owe an everlasting debt of 
gratitude to these two men who have dedicated an immense 
amount of time and effort to this task of bringing about the 
first over-all ordinance revision since 1923. I have had the 
pleasure of working along with Alderman Perkins on this project 
-nice I assumed office and it is hoped that the new revi.-ion will go 
into effect before January I. P.lliS. 

The acquisition of property for the construction of the new 
River Street Bridge i> the other project to winch a v ery great deal 
of my time has been devoted. The construction plans call for a 
wider structure than the present span and. therefore, it. ha- 
become necessary to acquire hind from owners of adjacent private 
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property. Negotiations with these adjacent owners were 
commenced by my predecessor ami have continued since I 
assumed office with varying degrees of success. The proximity 
of the proposed new bridge to certain businesses in this area and 
the possible deleterious effects mi these businesses during and 
after the construction have made for some very complex issues in 
The negotiations and have brought about some structural 
redesigning of the bridge. We have encountered additional 
problems in co-ordinating the land acquisition surveys prepared 
independently for the city with the bridge design plans prepared 
by the state highway department. It is altogether possible that 
result to condemnation will be necessary for at least one of the 
parcels we must acquire and from my experience 1 would advise 
thai the city commence condemnation proceedings immediately 
whenever it must acquire land in the future. 

It is obvious to me that the job of city attorney is fast 
besoming a full time proposition. It is no longer a matter of 
attending meetings of the board of aldermen and rendering a few 
legal opinions The city attorney is being called upon for legal 
direction in almost every phase of the city's operation and for this 
reason consideration should be given to increasing the salary and 
expenses of the office commensurat ely. 

I wish In express my appreciation to Mayor Nichols, the 
members of the board of aldermen and the personnel in all of the 
city departments for the wonderful help and cooperation they 
have extended to me during my short term in office. It has been 
a pleasure to serve the people of the City of Hut land along Bide 
of you.

1 am now serving my third term as the City of Rutland 
Grand Juror, and the most striking aspect of the past year has 
been the increase in the number of offenses which I have prose- 
cuted from ■{!>:! tin 1 previous year to 565 this past year. 

This is more than a fifty per cent increase in the number of 
cases prosecuted, and is a reflection of the fact that I have 
attempted to cooperate with all city departments, and is also a 
reflection of the increasing efficiency of the Rutland Polio 
1 )epart men! . 

The Rutland Police Department report details the nature 
and number of the .">(>"> convictions. It reveals that there are not 
only increases in the number of motor vehicle and other viola- 
lions, but that part of t he increase is due to enforcement in areas 
where there had been little enforcement in the past, such as tin 
parking ticket-- and dog licensing. In addition to the offenses 
prosecuted in the new full-time [Jutland District Court, a n umbel 
of delinquent and dependent children were brought before the 
Rutland Juvenile Court and either placed on probation, at the 
Weeks School, or in the custody of the Vermont Depart men! 
of Social Welfare. The Mayor and Board of Aldermen were 
provided with investigations and reports which they requested 
on a variety of matters, and a great amount of time was spent 
discussing a variety of problems with city residents 

I sincerely appreciate the Cooperation given me during the 
past year by the Rutland CLtj Police, the Rutland Cimntj 
Sheriff, the Vermont State Police, and all officials and residents 
of the city who have assisted me in my work. The experience of 
the past year buttresses the belief that a full-time prosecutor is 
able to provide the residents of the city with more and belter 
sept ice than was possible in the past. 1 wish every resident in 
the city to know that I am always ready to be of assistance in any 
manner in which my office is able.

less than for the prior liseal year, lit the prior year |20, 1 21 .70 
was spent for the purchase of a Siranl Snowiuasi er anil six new 
healing units for the large hangar, which were, of course, non- 
recurring capital costs. Capital expenditures in the 1066 67 
fiscal year amounted to ss4.Y(H). exclusive of bond interest and 
retireinent. 

'I'he net expense of airport operation and maintenance for 
the year, including credit for receipts from landing fees, rentals 
and other items, wa- S 10.0J4. only slightly higher than tin 
prior liseal year. 

In the 1966 07 fiscal year Mohawk Airlines brought 1231 
passengers to Rutland which was Km more than the yeai 
before and carried 1381 passengers away from Rutland, also an 
increase over the prior year 

While this modest increase in passenger business for Mohawk 
Airlines is welcome, means must he found to keep it increasing 
and al a faster pace. Also, it is evident, as we have stated before, 
that the greatest use made of our airport is in the field of so-called 
private flying the use of business and pleasure aircraft by their 
owners for themselves or for private charter

The Rutland City Civil Defense Organization is prepared 
ihroiigh its slatT of very capable and well trained Chairmen to 
a.ssisl ycni in protecting your family from nuclear fallout or in a 
natural disaster. 

Jutland City presently has 20 fallout shelters with a rated 
capacity of .*>.300 people. This leaves a deficit of 14. (MX) people to 
lie sheltered. This year we have t\v<i projects, which when 
completed, should substantially reduce this deficit. 

( hie project is the Home Fallout Protection Survey 
conducted by the bureau of census. If the intent of the survey is 
carried out by the people it will be of great advantage in increasing 
the protection factor of the home shelter. 

The other, the Community Shelter Planning Program, 
is the foundation of local emergency readiness. It is being 
conducted by the Army Engineer Corps. When completed it 
will be a master plan for movement of people to shelters and 
assistance to other emergency departments of the City. This 
project will be completed in eight months. Both of the above 
projects will be of no expense to the City. 

Our Communications System, through its staff and operators, 
is one of the best in the country for a city the size of Rutland. 
It functions from either of our two emergency operating centers. 
In the event of a nuclear attack we operate from the Library 
Building. In a natural disaster, from the second floor of the City 
Hall. Our 11 meter operation has at least 23 mobile units which 
may be activated in very short notice. Our eight 2 meter radio 
units are located in i he Radio Station (WIIWB), hospital, schools, 
I'ire Department. Police Department and Central Vermont 
Public Service. 

Rutland Civil Defense will take a long step forward in the 
coming year. 

I wish to thank his Honor the Mayor, the City Council and 
ill the Citv ( Uncial* for their assistance and cooperation.
